Certain of our staff medical officers are 
members of the counere of Federal Medical Directors.

c. Our three professiong#l consultant panels -- Clinical, 
Psychiatric, and Psychologigal -~ are continuing means for 
improving the understanding’ of the Agency mission. These 
panels, made up of eminent’ professionals in their respective 
fields, are convened sevefal times each year here at head- 
quarters. By way of ex mple, the Clinical Consultant Panel
